OUR ILLINOIS LETTER. 
The Political OQutiooke-The Crops. 


Bunker Hix, Iun., May 12, 1872. 
Kaiiors Constitution: The result of the Cin- 
cinnati Convention has placed in the field as 
candidates Horace Greeley and Gratz Brown. 
Can the Democracy consistently sustain this 
ticket? Will it prefer defeat under its own 
captains to the elevation of a man whose 
whole political life has been antagonistic to 
the avowed principles of the party? Will it 
cater to the election of Grant, connive at a 
centralization of power by running a third 
ticket? These are serious questions, but they 
must be answered. Upon their solution de- 
pends the future of this coun The masses 
here are in favor of the Liberal ticket# 
Political leaders must, for the time, stand 
aside and let the people speak. The Democ- 
racy of the West, than whom amore gallant 
band does not exist, has never faltered 
in the path of duty. It has ever 
been found battling for right. Defeat 
after defeat has only served to render 
it more faithful to principle. But now, when 
it finds that the enemy can be divided and 
conquered, it is ready to ignore the past and 
only fight to gain the ascendency in the pop- 
ular branch of “the National Legislature. 
Should the Democratic Convention at Balti- 
more acquiesce in the nomination of Gree- 
ley and Brown, Hlinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
lowa and Wisconsin will return a Democratic 
delegation to Congress. Should Democratic 
candidates be placed before the people, this 
result may not be anticipated. These are not 
views hastily formed, but are the result of 
calm observance of the sigas of the times. 
A triangular fight will insure the election of 
Grant and a continuance of his reign of ter- 
ror. An indorsement of Greeley will break 
up the military ring at the capital and 
piace at the head of: government sfatesmen 
at  _ deast.

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The Voorhees Demonstration Against 
Greeley. 


Wasntnaton, May 13.—The political sen- 
sation of the day has been the demonstration 
made in the House of Representatives this 
afternoon by Mr. Voorhees, of Indiana 
against the indorsement of the Cincinnati 
nominations by the Baltimore Convention. 
The entire Republican side flounced over to 
the Democratic aisles and evinced the deep- 
est interest in every word that was uttered. 
The galleries were equally interested. Some 
of the Democratic members became greatly 
excited over the speech and sought by points 
of order and interjections to endit. Mr. 
Speer, of Pennsylvania, called Mr. Voorhees’ 
attention to the facet that only Republicans 
applauded him; but the latter retorted that 
Mr. Speer had voted ali last week with the 
Republicans on tie tariff. Sherwood, of 
Pennsylvania, told Mr. Voorhees that the 
speech hid been made in the interest of 
Grant, and that the Indiana member had bet- 
ter go to the White House and get his reward. 
Another member shouted, “Sold to Grant.” 
Roosevelt, of New York, said that he had 
heard two days ago that this demonstration 
for Grant wasto be made. Voorhees exci- 
tedly retorted that it was a falsehood that“he 
was a party to any arrangement of the kind. 
Mr. Voorhees was implored to state whether 
he would support Greeley if the latter was 
nominated at Baltimore, to which he answer- 
ed that he had not been in the habit of bolt- 
ing Democratic nominations. 

THE OBJECT OF THE DEMONSTRATION, 


When he concluded, quite a number of 
Democratic members congratulated him, 
while others declined to do so; but the ex- 
citement overthe hall was very great, and 
continued for some time. Nothing else was 
talked about. The speech was made, it was 
said, to influence the South to send anti-Gree- 
l.y delegates to Baltimore. Mr. Voorhees, 
in conversation, subsequently stated that, as 
long as certain Democrats were working pri- 
vately for Greeley, he had the right to ex- 
press openly his views against bim. 

THE BALTIMORE CONVENTION. 


Several of the Democratic members, not 
desiring to participate in a general debate, 
very briefly tnok the position of awaiting 
the action of and abiding by the decision of 
the Baltimore Convention. Some of the 
par'y leaders say that the two-thirds rule en- 
forced by the Natioual Democratic Conven- 
tion will defeat Mr. Greeley.—Special Tele- 
graphic Correspondence Courier Journal.
